Species IV - A shaver including the special technical features of having the 
impeller arranged for pumping liquid into the hair chamber and having the an exit orifice 
aimed closely along the peripheral wall of the hair chamber. 

Species V - A shaver including the special technical feature of having an 
enclosure for closing off the flushing passage. 

Species VI - A shaver including the special technical feature of having the 
impeller located in the hair chamber.
